Kelly children, thirty chickens,
fifteen pigeons, two dogs and an aggres-
sive goat. It Is a matter of record In
Harlem that Kelly's goat has for years
maintained the reputation for aristo-
cratic arrogance that no other goat ev.er
tried to approach.

The remnants of the old-ti- squat-
ter sovereignty aro clinging to the
rocks In Harlem like barnacles to a
ship. The Kellys held out as long as
they could, but at last they were com-
pelled to move Into a shanty, which In-
volved the payment of t a month rent.
While they could pay It they did. When
all resources failed they moved to a
new home In Fifth avenue.

The Kellys took possession of a roomy
lot at the corner of One Hundred and
Twelfth street. It was six feet below
the street level and surrounded by a
hlKh fence that proved an Insurmount-
able obstacle to lads who wanted to play
baseball. The first thing Kelly did was
to build a house on It. He foraged In
other vacant lots near by to procure
lumber. There are no two planks In It
of the same size or color, and they fit
so loosely that the wind blows through
It as through a corn-cri- b; but it suited
Kelly.

Bids Over on a Truck,

Samuel E. French, a truckman, of No.
405 Cherry street, who is employed by
Henry R. Moe, of Concord Btreet and
Hudson avenue, Brooklyn, was doing
trucking In this city yesterday, and
reached the Bridge on his way home
at about 8 I. M. James Mack, a colored
waller, of No. 531 Myrtle avenue, Brook-lj-

who Is employed In this city, had
climbed on to French's truck to ride
over home, and sat beside him on the
seat.

As French entered the Bridge on the
south side two other men and a boy
asked If they could ride over with him.
One of the men was John Hanson, of
No. 21 William street, this city. The
other one was a man between forty-liv- e

and fifty yearn old, who spoke with
a slight accent. He wore a black derby
hat, a dark coat and trousers and a
white Bhlrt without a collar or tie.

He had a short, light mustache, slightly
tinged with gray, which grew well down
below the corners of his mouth. Ills
hair was brown, and his eyes were blue.
A couple of days'growth of beard covered
his face. The truckman allowed this
man and Hanson to get on the truck,
but would not allow the boy, who was
about eleven years old, to ride.

"Oh, let the little fellow on," said the
unknown man, coaxlngly.

"He's young," replied the truckman,
"and Is plenty able to foot It."

The man didn't say anything more,
and he and Hanson sat down on the
truck. When the truck got about twenty-f-

ive feet this side of the New York
tower the stranger got off. He didn't
say anything to Hanson about It. The
truckman didn't miss him until he was
nbout halfway over, and then he asked
Hanson where he was.

"He got off to walk," said Hanson.
"Bet he got oft to Jump oft the

bridge," hazarded the truckman, and
he drove straight to the Bridge

In Brooklyn and reported
his suspicions.

Near where the man got oft the truck
there la a passage leading across to the
north roadway. Policeman Fltzglbbon
was on duty on the north roadway. No
pedestrians are allowed there, so when
the policeman saw him crossing to his
side of the bridge he started towards
him. The policeman was some distance
away, nnd uy the time he had got with-
in fifty feet of the trespasser the latter
had reached the bridge railing and had
begun to climb It. Then the policeman
reaLzed what the man was up to and In-
creased his pace.

"Hold on there wait a minute!"
yelled the policeman.

But the would-b- e suicide did not heed
him. Between the Iron network and the
railing Is an opening of about two feet.
He clambered through and shot down-
ward. He began his descent head fore-
most, but turned over and over. He
probably thought he was out far enough
to hit the water, but he wasn't. He

lighted on the roof of a shed of the
Clyde Steamsh p Cornpan,

Policeman Fltzglbbon telephoned Bergt.
Fhllllpps, of the Bridge Btatlou-Hous- e,

and ho hurried, over to the spot where
the man landed. The shed is aboutthirty feet high, with a tin roof. Thi-ol-

man had lighted ti h.s back and
broken through the roof, his body pass-
ing about half way through. He was
dead, and had been killed Instantly.
Blood trickled from his nose and his leftarm was broken. No other Injuries were
visible, although he had fallen fully one
bundled feet.

The body was tied on a board and low-
ered to the street. Thi'n It was cvrrled
to the bridge "morgue." a llttli room at
this end Nothing could bo fuund that
would lead tu his Identity. He wore
white cotton underclothing nnd gray tot-to- n

rocks. In hit pockets were one cent,
a small box of matches, a bra pi doorkey,
n stump of a cigar nnd a white cotton
handkerchief, spotted with blood. The
man welgled about 140 pounds and was 5
feet 6 Inches In height. His bands did not
look as though he was used to manual
lnbor He had the appearance of u
waiter or clerk. The body was removed
to the Morgue.

So far as could be learned no one saw
the man Jump except the policeman. He
Is the seventeenth person to Jump from
the bridge and the second to strike nn
this shed John Mulrcnnln was the other.

HARD WORDS FOR THREE JUDGES.

Durto, Beach and Truax Are Bitterly De-

nounced at the Cooper Institute
Meeting of the Tailors.

Cooper Institute was crowded last
night with tailors who met to protest
against the sweeping Injunction secured
by the Merchant Tailors' Society from
the Superior Court. Judge Dugro, who
granted the temporary Injunction, and
Judge Beach, who made the Injunction
permanent, were denounced enemies of
the worklngman by every speaker.

"What party Is responsible for such
a man as Judge Beach on the bench?"
asked John Swlnton, bitterly.

"Tammany Hall," roared the audience.
"And how many of you voted for

him?" demanded Mr. Swlnton.
About a dozen "I'b" were heard.
"Then you got what ou richly de-

served," said Mr. Swlnton, "for lleach
was elected last jear to sit for four-
teen years Now, what can you dol
(Oroann.) That won't help you.

"There's Judge Truax: he'H a candi-
date again next enr. When the case
was before him for argument he said
he had nn Important engagement In Al-
bany, where he was attending the Con-
stitutional Convention, and he left you
to the mercy of Judge Beach. Judge
Truax did not show himself a braveman, and I nsk you to scratch his name
on whatever ticket you mav find It.

"It Is the fault of the laboring people
that they are bo Heated. When Judge
Qrosscup, backed by that fool Cleve-
land, Issued that Infamous Injunction
stopping the hands of 10,000 men In Chi-
cago, I wanted to raise a howl here thatwould call out the police, but your lead-
ers would not permit It. You all know
what Cleveland was In Buffalo. He was
a hangman, and when It came to hang-
ing a man the fat Sheriff did not have
the moral courage and he got another
man to do It. while he got the money."

They discussed the Injustice of the In-
junction which prohibited them from
walking In Fifth avenue, from speaking
to tailors on their way to work and to
print anything ubout the strike, which
was begun by the bosses In cutting
down wages 10 per cent.

This Is the seventh week of the strike
and GOO men are out of work as a result.
Inspector Williams, Capt. Cross and
Sergt. Todd had charge of the meeting.

TIDIL WAVES IN HALF-TO- N SHELLS.

These Hew Coast Defenders Bhown to Ex-

ceed all the Government's Requirements
for Accutaor and Hapidity.

The big pneumatic guns built to throw
a shell containing U pounds of dynamite
a distance of three miles wero tested

estcnl,iy at Sandy Hock, and proved
successful In every particular. The guns
were manufactured by the Pneumatic
Torpedo und Construction Company
under a contract with the Government
calling for a battery of three guns and
all the accessories.

OUN, SHELLS
(This ahowa tha gun, tha elevation at which It wi

tha electric motor uaed in
These guns arc the most formidable

engines of destruction known, and, while
they are only Intended for coast defense,
they are of such a powerful character
that for this purpose some Idea of their
size can be obtained when It Is said that
each gun weighs 60,000 pounds; that thev
are 50 feet long and that the bore Is 15

Inches In diameter. When ready for use
each gun will be set In a circular basin
of masonry and will be sheltered by
suitable structures.

Yesterday the basin was only a tem-
porary affair, and the guns stood uncov-
ered on the point at Sandy Hook. Each
gun Is supplied with an electric motor
that moves It In any direction required,
and elevates and lowers the muzzle nt
will. Uach of the projectiles after being
loaded with GOO pounds of dynamite
weighs 1,100 pounds.

The tests were of such Importance
that unusual number of naval and
military officials wero on hand to watch
(hem. Among those present were;
Flagler, Chief of Ordnance; Commodore
Thompson, Chief Naval Ordnance; Ma-

jor Phlpps and Capts. Heath and Cro-zle- r,

of the Ordnance Board, and Capt.
Ayres, the Recorder of the Fortification

I Board. Representing the company
I which manufacture the guns were: It.

T. Kingman and T. S. Darling, Capt
John Rapleff late of the Russian Army,
and B. C. Batcheller.

I The first test was for accuracy, at a
I distance of one and a quarter miles.

Tho huge projectile was slipped Into the
nwnlng throat of the gun, and then the

muzzle was elevated to an angle of
thirty-fou- r und u half degree. This

In a hjIU mass, and then sections ot It
fell away, leaving columns, tipped with
white foam, stnndlng alone. A great
wave rose up and came hissing on until
It spent Itself on the beach.

Anything made by human hands that
had happened to be within a hundred
feet of the explosion would have been
torn to pieces.

The second shell was then slipped Into
the gun and shot forth. This was Intend-
ed to explode by Impact with thu water,
and It did. The downward pressuro cut
a hollow In the mater as big as n city
block. The edge of It shot up, anil
through It the light shone with a thou-
sand different inys. Again the earth
Bhook and buildings trembled.

The three succeeding tests were simi-
larly successful. Livery shot struck on
a line that varied so little as to be con-
sidered remarkable. It was about 75 per
cent, less than the requirement.

After this test there was another as
to rapidity of loading. The Govern-
ment demanded that Ave shells should
be loaded In fifteen minutes. Without
any apparent hurry nnd with no bustle
a gun was loaded five times In seven
minutes nnd fifty-eig- seconds. Tho
shells used In this test were dummies,
each weighing 1,100 pounds, the same
weight as the genuine articles. Mr.
Hatcheller said to the reporter of The
World that If any one of the shells
tired had either descended upon tho
biggest and most heavily armored war
vessel afloat or had exploded In tho
water near It tho vessel would have
been blown to frngmenta.

There was also tired a shell
that held 100 pounds of dynamite. This
travelled a distance of one and three-quart- er

miles and exploded when It
ntruck the water. The disturbances fol-
lowing Its explosion were great enough
to shock the men on the beach.

The Chase-Gau- tt plate was also tested.

Its dimensions were BMx6 feet, and It
was to be tested In competition with '
Harvpylzed plates. It was mounted and
bolted ugnlnst a strong oak backing.
The projectiles used were Mldvale-HolU-

g shells. Tho
llrst shell broke the plate In three trian-
gular pieces and then passed through It
and was Imbedded In the oaken back-
ing. The second shell broke the top
section of the plnte In several pieces,
passed through It and burled Itself In
tho sand,

IIimt the Timber la Felled In Hum-
boldt Connty, Cnl.

One of the most remirkable timber
bells In tho world stands In Humboldt andMendoclna counties, of this State, says
the California Exchange. It embraces
4,125 aqunre miles, containing 132,000,000,-00- 0

feet of limber. With the aid of themicroscope scientists have found the age
of some of these trees to be nearly 3,000
J ears Sjtne of the fal'en trees haveremained whore they fell from 800 to 1,000years, so It Is estimated, with scarcelyany deterioration of the wood. Easterntourists In California know little of theseredwoods (sequoia sempervlrens). Theyusuilly aee the few mammoth redwoods
of Calaveras (squola glgantea), and go
home and tell HasUm friends about thisdisappearing tribe of giants.

The lumber redwoMs of Humboldt are
''?.? ,!llk.ea auou 'et one of Its trees
will yield over 100.000 feet of boards andII. I a freight train with logs. Felling
these trees, which are 150 to 250 feet high.
Is a fine art, acquired only by the mostexcellent Judgment as to the lean of thetree and Its other peculiarities which may
afford the direction of the fall. He drivesa stake 100 or 150 feet from the base ofthe tree and prepares a level bed In directline from base to stake. On that line thetree must fall. An axe kerf or cut Is
then made In the trunk on the side thetree Is to fall. The apex of the obtusetriangle made by this kerf points exactly
at, the distant stake. The tree Is cut one-thi- rd

through with the axe.
On the other side of the tree, opposite

the axe kerf, a aw Is tarted. This Is
done by boring two hales horizontally
and driving the wooden pins on which
tho 12 to saw rests until the kerf
Is sufficiently deep to steady the saw,
Uroad, thin Iron wedges are driven In
after the saw lo prevent the loomed tree
from pinching It. At each end of thissaw "ears" are bolted on, which can be
removed and the saw withdrawn In case
of trouble. Wedges are made to follow
the saw until the wood dividing the saw
from the axe kerf la narrowed to a width
where the wedges can be made to forcethe tree, with all of Its giant weight, to
lean In the direction It Is to fall.

The tree Is topled over, and so exact
Is the chopper's work and calculation
that alniost Invariably the falling trunkdrives the stake aimed at when the opera-
tions were begun. Any error In the fall
of the tree Is likely to cause the tree to
break and the lumberman more thana chopper's wages for a month 1123. Thevirgin forests are so densely timberedthat, I fcleared at once, there would not
be room enough on the ground for thetree trunks. "Peelers" follow the chop-
pers. With long steel bars, flattened on
one end, they pry off the thick bark andburn It. Then comes the cross-cu- t sawman, who cuts tho tree Into logs. Theseare transported to the mills by rail, cut
Into bonrds and shipped to market. Red-
wood Is so free from resinous matter that
It will not burn easily, and when fired itchars. ,

The Immunity from fire of towns built
of redwood lumber Is remarkable. Large
conflagration! are unknown. This lum-
ber shrinks so little It Is used by builders
In a green state. The beauty o fthe wood
for finishing consists in Its curly face andalso a bird's-ey- e grain.
